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PIONEERS OP LOT by John M. Bright 
(con't from Vole I NOo Extra) 

March 14, 1907 

The partiality of a son (John M, Bright) for tho memory of 
a venerated father, v/ill be my apology for any seemingly over¬ 
wrought narrative of his life and character. At most I can 
only give a meager sketch of his life, as it would take a column 
to embody all the acts and incident of his protracted life. 

James Bright_was born on the 16th of July 1782 in Bedford Co., 
Virginia, His father, James Bright Sr. was born in Gouch- 
land Co,, Va, His great grand father was of English and Welsh 
descent. His maternal grandfather and grandmother were of 
English and Scotch doscent. His own mother was of the family 
Smyths in Va. 

In 1794 his father moved to Kentucky and settled near 
Harrodsburg, He afterwards moved to Lancaster in Garrand 
Co,, on a rich and productive farm. My father assisted his 
father on the farmin the summer and attended school in the 
winter« On returning from school in the afternoon he would 
gather an armful of bark to furnish light by which to study. 

He was ambitious to learn and by his will and vigorous intel¬ 
lect, he acquired a substantial English Education, 

He was a ms.n about six feet tall,.,,his labors in the field 
v/hen a youth, made him healthy, active and strong and laid 
the foundation for his great physical endurance in after 
life,,,, 

In 1803, through tho persuasion of his uncle, Col. Wm, B, 
Anderson, he came to Nashville, Tcnn, supposed to furnish the 
finest opening for employment..,,. At that time Nashville was 
quite a village,_only containing two brick houses. Looking 
south he saw a wilderness before him, and an unlimited demand 
for surveyors. He remained at school until he had thoroughly 
mastered the science of surveying, as a preparatory business 
education, ho wrote without pay in the clerk's office of 
Randal I'lcGavock,, .When fully equipped for field duty in 1806, 
he was employed by the Surveyor General to explore and survey 
the land on Elk and Duck Rivers, With a surveying parts^- provided 
with a pack horse, and necessary camp oouiment, he invaded the 
wilderness, amidst wild beasts and reptiles and occasional 
bands of roving Indians and explored and surveyed a lino on the 
western slope of Cumberland Mt., down Flint River nearly to 
the Tenn, River, Tho party then returned to Old Jefferson, 
about 12 miles north of whore Murfreesboro is now located. 

Having made preparation for a new trip, the party started 
back for Elk River and struck tho stream now knovra as Norris 
Creek, about whore the Rhea farm was afterward located in 
LOT, Both banks of the creek wore overgrown with cane so tall 
and thick that they were compelled to wade the creek to its 
mouth. The creek v;as swarming with fish.,oth>.y killed 
many with the Jacob's staff and by spearing them with sharp 
canes. There were no.settlers at the mouth of the creek or 
in the vicinity at that time. The surveying party spent one 
night and started on the return trip to Jefferson next morning,
